Canada Department of Agri- 
culture might be devoted in 
the same proportion to farm 
machinery research and de- 
velopment. This would mean 
that the present budget level 
would be increased at least 
100 times (if the present re- 
search budget were simply 
divided), or 200 times (if 
the present budget were 
matched). 

Another approach is to 
analyse the anticipated sa- 
vings. Fuel savings on an 
average farm in Canada could 
reach $30 a year by the im- 
proved selection of tractors 
for the job. Repair costs 
could be reduced by at least 
$25 a year by selecting more 
reliable machines. Tee 
teductions of at least $45 a 
farm could be attained by 
improved selection of the 
best-sized equipment to do 
the job, | The total saving, 
$100.4 farm.each year, would 
amount to $30 million for the 
300,000 commercial farms in 
Canada. 

A third approach uses the 
standard applied in many in- 
dustriai® projects that 3 to 5 
per cent of the total invest- 
ment in a project should be 
spent ia assessing how best 
to spend the money. An ex 
penditure of only 1 per cen* 
of the tctai expenditure of 
about $500 million a year on 
farm machinery woud yield 
approximately $5 million.

The Ontario Retail Sales Tax 
should be abolished, It is unfair, 
awkward to collect, and presses 
most severely on those who can 
least afford it. If Ontario 
imposes income tax, it should 
end sales tax,

. In 1968-69, sales tax 
produced about 
$485 ,587,552.53 Provincial 


income tax collected by Ottawa 
was $620,475,685.33. Ontario 
collected about $90.00 per head 
from income tax and $70.00 per 
head from sales tax. At 1969 
rates, a married man with a wife 
and two children earning $90.00 
weekly, paid about $62.40 per 
year in Provincial income tax, or 
about 1% % of his income. He 
paid 5% sales tax on what he 
bought, subject to exemptions; a 
higher percentage in sales tax 
than in income tax. The little 
man pays the same 5% as the 
millionaire and must spent a 
higher proportion of his income 
just to survive, Income tax is at 
least progressive and ranges from 
nothing on incomes under 
$1,100.00 with higher 
percentages on higher incomes, 
This is fairer than sales tax. 

Sales tax is awkward to 
collect. Thousands of harrassed 
storekeepers are forced to be 
underpaid revenuers and 
collection costs run about 3%, 
Meanwhile, Federal machinery 
for collecting income tax exists. 
By simply increasing the 
Provincial income tax collected, 
Ontario can raise the extra

The slide portion of the 
table gives the feed requirement 
in terms pounds of total 
digestible nutrients and pounds 
of crude protein per day for 
cattle ranging in weight from 
350 60 1099 pounds and for an 
expected average daily gain of | 
pound to 3.4 pounds.

PE-Hastings Liberal

George Cunningham, Liberal

The next meeting of the 
Stirling Women’s Institute 
will be held on October 7, at 
the home of Mrs. Morley Ay- 
hart at 2 p.m. 


11,500 members, provides for an 
average wase increase of 12.9 
per cent over two years. 

It ended more than nine years 
of bargaining, including 3% 
months of mediation by the 
Ontario Department of Labour 
and a general work slowdown by 
Union employees which started 
August 27. 

George Tathercole, Chairman 
of Ontario Hydro, in 
commenting on the settlement, 
said that while the varying wage 
increases provided for are 
comparable to current 
setilements in industry, ‘‘there is 
no doubt that they will add 
significantly to our costs of 
providing’ power.”” Cost to the 
commission will be almost $18 
million. 

The new contract runs from 
April 1, 14970, to March 31, 
1972. For trades personnel and 
most other employees, the 1970 
wage increase will be 8.5 per 
cent, and the 1971 increase 7.25 
per cent, including the 1.25 per 
cent prepayment of the escalator 
clause. 

Among other contract terms 
are a vacation pay bonus for 
long service employees and, 
starting April 1, 1971, 100 per 
cent payment of premiums for 
the health plan.

The Stirling municipal water 
tank has sprung a leak and, 
according to the man who looks 
after it, is losing about 1,000 
gallons per day.

leak. At the present rate of 


leakage, however, the water loss 
presents no real problem, he 
said.

Commemorative 
Stamp to be Issued 


On November 4th Sir Don 
ald Alexander Smith, a man 
whose perseverance was vi- 
tal to the completion of a 
promised ribbon of steel link 
ing Canadian confederation 
will be the subject of a com 
memorative stamp marking 


the 150th anniversary of his 
birth in Scotl-nd in 1820. 

Apprenticw. the Hud 
Bay Company. Smith 
emigrated in 1838. By the 
time of the Red River Upri 
sing of 1869-70. Smith was a 
senior officer of the Com 
pany and served as envoy to 
the Indians and Metis for the 
Canadian Government during 
neec*irtions for the transfer 
Of the Guus, westen 
territories, 

Always interested in rail 
Ways. Smith realized the 
Canadian west needed immi- 
grants to fulfill a great poren- 
tial. British Columbia had 
entered Confederation on the 
promise that a railway would 
be built and Smith, although 
not officially a member of 
the 1880 syndicate formed to 
build the line, risked his per- 
sonal] fortune to keep the ven- 
ture afloat. The honour and 
recognition of his _ persis- 


son s 


tance came with an invitation 


to drive the last spike in 
1885, a year before he was 
knighted by Queen Victoria. 
He was raised to the peerage 
as Baron Strathcona and 
Mount Royal in 1897 while 
Serving as Canadian High 
Commissioner to Great Bri 
tain. a position he held until 
his death in 1914, 

The 6 cent Sir Donald 
Alexander Smith stamp was 
designed by Miss Dora de 
Pedery-Hunt of Toronto. It 
measures 24 mm by 30 mm 


and is printed in three-color 
lithography in yellow, brown 
and green.

A serious outbreak of a new 
pest has wiped out a field of 
sweet clover near Belleville, 
raising a distinct and worrisome 
possibility that the pest could 
enter western Canada and 
threaten large acreages of sweet 
clover, The pest is called a sweet 
clover case-bearer, 

Information on its control is 
skimpy. Scientists at the Canada 
Agriculture Belleville Research 
Institute are working as quickly 
as possible to establish effective 
non-chemical control measures, 
These could involve varieties 
resistant to the pest or insect 
parasites,

NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW COMING 


OTTAWA —A_ report that 
may form the basis of new 
federal legislation on bankruptcy 
end insolvency will be presented 
to Corporate Affairs Minister 
Ron Basford in late September 
or early October. 

Roger Tasse, Mr. Basford’s 
deputy ininistor for corporate 
affairs, said Saturday the subject 
will be one of ‘considerable 
importance” in the next few 
months as a result of the report 
and proposed revision of 
bankruptcy legislation. 

Mr. Tasse was chairman of the 
study committee that prepared 
the report. Also on the 
were John D., 
Honsberger, Toronto lawyer and 
bankruptcy specialist, and Pierre 
Carignan, dean of law at the 
University of Montreal. 
Committee _ secretary was 
Raymond Landry, Mr. Tasse’s 
Successor as superintendent of 
bankruptcy. 

Mr. Tasse referred to the 
report during a discussion of 
corporate insolvency at the 


University of Ottawa’s eighth

comparative law.

Highlight of Tour 


Mammoth diesel-electric 
trucks quarter of a 
million dollars each and capable 
of hauling 105 tons of ore! 

That was the type of heavy 
equipment seen in operation last 
week by members of Hastings 
County council as they visited 
the open pit mining operation of 
Marmoraton Mines at Marmora. 

Six of the mammoth trucks, 
with tires nearly nine feet in 
height and costing up to $5,000 
each, have been purchased for 
use at the Marmora Mines with 
several of the vehicles already in 
use. 

The six big trucks will be used 
to haul ore and rock out of the 
500-foot deep open pit. When all 
are in use, the present 55-ton 
capacity ore trucks owned by 
the company will be phased out 
of operation. 

“It’s a straight matter of 
economics,” commented the 
Marmoraton Mines engineer who 
acted as tour guide for the 
county councillors’ visit, 

The engineer said purchase of 
the $250,000 trucks was a move 


costing a 


by the company to get ore and 
rock out of the mines as 
economically as possible, 

In operation for the past 18 
years, the iron ore mine with its 
more than 300 employees has 


been an economic shot in the 
arm for the Marmora area, 
The mine operation sees 1.4 


million tons of ore taken out 
annually, But to get at the ore 
3.8 million tons of rock 
overburden has to be 
moved —and for a greater 
distance. 

The ore goes to the mine 
crusher and is processed through 
rod and ball mills before going 


into the pelletizer furnaces. 

A trainload of pelletized ore 
with cars holding up to 65 tons 
each, leaves the mines each 
morning for Picton where it is 
loaded into Jake freighters for 
shipment to Lackawanna _ near 
Buffalo. 

The company estimates there 
is ore for from eight te 10 years 
of operation left at the mine.
